The Law Is the Law 


It is unlikely the case of Dr. P. Scott 
Whiteleather vs. the U.S. Department of 
Ag riculture will g o ring ing down throug h the 
decades as a key precedent in jurisprudence. 
But the issue on which the Minerva phy si­ 
cian’s difference of opinion with USDA 
reached Federal Court should g o ring ing 
down as some kind of a precedent. 
In the ruling by Federal Judg e Paul Jones 
of Cleveland, the 
issue was whether the 
USDA ag ents g ave proper notice to the doctor 
they were g oing to show up at such and such 
a time to measure his wheat acreag e. Hav­ 
ing satisfied himself that proper notice was 
g iven, Judg e Jones ruled ag ainst the de­ 
fendant Whiteleather — and that was that. 
Moreover, the defendant Whiteleather there­ 
upon acknowledg ed what was what, said he 
would let the ag ents measure his wheat 
acreag e and hereafter confine his opposition 


to what he thinks is unreasonable reg imenta­ 
tion to attempts to have the law chang ed. It 
g oes without say ing that no attempt he will 
make will g et more than a fraction of the 
attention of the altercation that 
landed him 
in court. Thousands of small farmers who 
could not afford to g o throug h the leg al 
mill in defense of a principle reg arded him 
as a champion fig hting in their behalf. 
There isn’t a g host of a chance that wheat- 
g rowing allotments ever will be rig g ed or 
administered in favor of little g rowers Uke 
those in Ohio as long as the big g rowers in 
the Grain Belt run the show. There was 
a g host of a chance, however, that Dr. White­ 
leather mig ht find a leg al g immick to pro­ 
tect little g rowers. It was worth the effort 
But the law is the law. If the measurer g ives 
proper notice, he can measure acreag e until 
his measuring wheel runs out of 
g rease, 
which it just mig ht do some day . 


Only Congress Can Make Federal Law 


It becomes a puzzle sometimes whether 
critics of U.S. Supreme Court decisions de­ 
scribed as invasions of the rig hts of Con­ 
g ress read the decisions. 
The recent decision about passports is an 
illustration. 
The Supreme Court held that no existing 
federal law authorized the secretary of state 
to deny passports because of “beliefs or as­ 
sociations’* of the applicants. It invited Con­ 
g ress to spell out a leg islative policy that 
would clarify the problem for the State De­ 
partment. 
Critics of the Supreme Court immediately 
accused it of being tender to Coomunists 
and to persons suspected of Communist sy m­ 
pathy . They apparently did not read the 
pasag e in the majority decision which said: 
4‘We are dealing here with citizens who have 
neither been accused of crimes nor found 
g uilty . They are being denied their freedom 
of movement solely because of their refus­ 
al to be subjected to inq uiry into their beliefs 
and associations. They do not seek to 
es­ 
cape the law nor to violate it. They may o r 
may not be Communists. But assuming they 
are, the o nly law which Cong ress has passed 


expressly curtailing the movement cm Com­ 
munists across our borders has not y et be­ 
come effective.” 
Elsewhere, the majority decision said: 
“The rig ht of exit is a personal rig ht includ­ 
ed within the word ‘liberty ’ as used in the 
Fifth Amendment. If that ‘liberty * is to be 
reg ulated, it must be pursuant to the law­ 
making functions of the Cong ress. 
In other words, the Supreme Court was 
inviting Cong ress to pass a law that would 
clear up passport procedure. Such a law had 
been proposed with State Department approv­ 
al in 1956 and never pased by Cong ress. It 
now has been proposed ag ain by Rep. Fran­ 
cis E. Walter of Pennsy lvania. Sen. Henning s 
of Missouri also intends to propose a law, 
which would make passport procedures more 
lenient, instead ol more restrictive, thereby 
bring ing the issue sq uarely before Cong ress. 
It is not alway s an invasion of cong resion- 
al rig hts when the Supreme Court calls at­ 
tention to leg islative cloudiness. Sometimes 
it is an appeal to Cong ress to g et on the job 
and pass better laws so the Supreme Court 
can make better ruling s and q uit being 
a 
whipping boy for over-emotional critics.

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Guarding Your Health

Questions and Answers 


Today ’s first question offers a 
good reason why diseases should 
not be named after a p erson. 
Q — Please say something about 
Paget’s disease. 
A — There are two Paget’s dis­ 
eases which are totally unrelated. 
One is an inflammatory cancerous 
condition involving the area of 
the nip p le. The other is a bone 
disorder, better called osteitis de­ 
formans. The treatment for the 
first is usually surgical. 
The second, or osteitis deform­ 
ans, is a chronic disease involving 
the skeleton of grownup s and char­ 
acterized by changes both in the 
long bones, such as those in the 
leg, and the flat bones, such as 
those in the skull. 
The cause is p oorly understood, 
though the p ossibility that it is re­ 
lated to the circulation has been 
suggested. The sy mp toms vary 
from p erson to p erson, and in 


about one-quarter of those afflict­ 
ed the sy mp toms and signs are 
virtually absent. 
There is no sp ecific treatment, 
though the administration of a diet 
containing calcium, p hosp horus and 
a large number of vitamins is gen­ 
erally ordered. Sometimes X-ray 
treatments have brought relief 
from any discomfort. 
Q — Can y ou tell me how to 
cop e with a dry skin? 
A — This is a common p roblem. 
For some reason which is p oorly 
understood, some p eop le do not 
secrete enough oil from their oil 
glands or p ersp iration from their 
sweat glands to keep the skin as 
smooth, moist and soft as they 
should like. 
A dry skin is occasionally p res­ 
ent as a result of low action of 
the thy roid gland, or for other rea­ 
sons at a distance from the skin 


itself. More commonly a cause 
cannot be identified. 
Local ap p lications which suit the 
individual skin and attemp ts to 
p revent ex cessive dry ing (such 
as too frequent bathing or the too 
frequent use of soap s) are advis­ 
able. 
Q — Would y ou say something 
about laby rinthitis. 
A — The laby rinth lies in the 
inner ear. Laby rinthitis means in­ 
flammation of this area. There are 
p robably sev eral forms of laby rin­ 
thitis which require different kinds 
of treatment. Sometimes the word 
is used for Meniere’s disease. 
Q — I know a man who was in 
a state hosp ital because he was 
a dop e addict. He said he was 
cured, but I found out that he 
takes sev eral bottles of a cough 
medicine with codeine in it every 
day which he obtains by going 
from one drugstore to another. This 
costs him from $15 to $21 a week. 
Do y ou think this is still a sign of 
the dop e habit? 
A — The p rep aration in question 
contains a little under one grain of 
codeine (a narcotic drug) for each 
ounce of cough medicine. Assum­ 


ing that the bottles he buy s are 
'four-ounce bottles, if he takes three 
a day , he will be taking almost 
IO grains of codeine. It would cer­ 
tainly seem that this man was 
still suffering from the drug habit.
